Dr. Nadolny, Furious at Three-Power Move 


to Shut Germany Out of Any Defensive 
Armaments, Goes Home to Report to Hitler

G E N E V A , Switzerland, 


Oct. 
13— (AP)— A German 


spokesman today said that 
any attempt to haul up Ger- 
many and ask her to sign on 
the dotted line on a disarma- 
ment decision imposed by oth- 
ers will be followed by the 
•withdrawal of the Germans 
from the conference and per- 
haps from the League of Na- 
tions. 


The spokesman voiced the belief 
that Germany would remain in the 
conference if allowed to negotiate 
on the basis of equality, but that 
the nation refuses to be treated as 
a participant shorn o* all initiative. 
Admitting the gravity of the situ- 


ation, he said he rebelled against 
allegations that Germany is seek- 
ing to rearm when all she wants is 
a few defensive armaments in or- 
der to begin the suitable equipment 
of a transformed reichswehr (army). 


Denies Move to Rearm. 


The spokesman said: "We do not 


•want to rearm. We merely want 
some weapons, the number of which 
are to be negotiated. 
"While other nations have been 
arming up to the strength author- 
ized by treaty it has even been 
hinted to us that we cannot have 
the full number of arms of the type 
authorized by the Versailles treaty." 
He concluded with an appeal to 


the American people not to permit 
the powers to dictate to Germany,

AH inaccessible prison island lor 
dangerous, Incorrigible federal con- 
victs Is soon to become a reality, 
and the enactment of a law spell- 
ing life imprisonment for those who 
make a business of crime Is under 
consideration by the administration. 


Both moves fit vitally into the 
justice department's relentless war 
to free citizens from the fear of 
fcidnapingr and business men from 
the threat of racketeers. 


Harvey Bailey and George Kelly, 


who received life sentences for the 
Urschel kidnaping, are expected to 
be among the island prison's first 
inmates. 


The purpose, as disclosed by At- 


torney General Cummings, is to put 
the perpetrators of such crimes be- 
hind bars for good and imprison 
them in a place where they will be 
unable 
to 
influence 
redeemable _ 
prisoners and connive at escape capacity 


with outside accomplices. 
The tiny, crag-shored island of 
Alcatraz, whose rocky bluffs rise 
high above San Francisco bay, has 
been chosen for toe prison. It has 
long been a military prison. Dan- 
gerous currents swirl about its 
cliffs. It is more than a mile from 
the mainland. Cummings thinks it 
ideal for his purpose. 


The habitual criminal law Is still 
in its formulative stages. Depart- 
ment officials hope to have it ready 
for recommendation to congress at 
its coming session. 


Can Care For 600 Prisoners. 
Explaining the prison island idea. 
Cummings said that the greatest 
problem of the penologist is the 
habitual criminal, with 
powerful 


gangster 
affiliations, 
who seeks 
constantly to escape and generally 
has a group of associates nearby 
ready to intimidate or bribe or use 
any other means of freeing him. 
The transfer of Alcatraz prison 
from 
the 
war department 
was 


readily arranged. Cummings expects 
to send the first federal convicts to 
it in about a month. The prison's 
is 600 prisoners.

Says People Should Own 


and Distribute 


Electricity. 


HOLDREGE, Neb, Oct. 13—(AP) 


—Charging that a private utility 
corporation in this country had 
"watered" its stock more than a. 
billion dollars, Senator George W. 
Norris last night brought to nis 
home state his campaign againsc 
what he calls the "power trust " He 
pleaded with city officials here ".or 
the annual convention of the League 
of Nebraska Municipalities and an 
audience of more than 2,000 to kcsp 
the streams and the electricity 
which they can produce, and not 
turn them over to private corpora- 
tions 


"I do not want injustice, socialism 


or to take away pioperties from, cor- 
porations." he said, "but the streams 
and 
their 
electricity should be 


ours and we should turn them over 
to our children and their children 
for ever and ever. 


"The power trust is one of the 


greatest evils. No one escapes it 
All persons contribute to these cor- 
porations 
Congress even put a 


tariff around our borders to help 
the power trust" 


"The supply cf electricity is in- 


exhaustible," 
the 
senator 
said 


"Private water companies have al- 
most pas&ed out of existence because 
water is a necessity and a monopoly 
Is necessary in this business. People 
decided to take private profit out of 
that necessity and supply it at coit. 
People Power Minded. 


"Electricity should be considered 
on the same basis. It should be 
owned by the people. We'\e grown 
power minded In the last ten years 
Even the United States senate now 
believes every municipality should 
own its electric light and distribut- 
ing system." 


"The power trust spent $400,000 in 


an attempt to prevent the senate 
passing the Boulder dam bill, Muscle 
Shoals bill and the measure calling 
for an investigation of the power 
trust itself," he said. 
"Ninety-nine per cent of all law- 


yers employed by the power trust 
are hired for their political influence 
rather than their legal ability," Noi- 
ris charged. 


Referring to the 1930 senatorial 
campaign when a second George W. 
Norris attempted to enter the re- 
publican primary against him, the 
senator said one of the men wno 
collected a lot of power dividend 
money hired a Lincoln lawyer to 
dig up a man to defeat him.

Cesare Serviatti, 47, Slay- 


er of Three Young 
Women, Executed. 


SPEZIA, Italy, Oct. 13— i(/P)— A 
volley of bullets in the back at dawn 
today ended 47 -year-old Cesare Ser- 
viatti's gruesome career as Italy's 
modern "Bluebeard." 
Serviatti was tied to a chair and 
shot in the spine by squad of carab- 
iniere. A huge crowd witnessed his 
death. 
He was convicted ^ad sentenced 
in the Court of Assizes on eleven 
counts July 7. all connected with the 
mysterious disappearance and sub- 
sequently confirmed deaths of three 
young women who had given him 
their affections and life savings. 
Swarthy, heavy and 
personally 
lacking all the accepted attributes 
of a Casanova or Don Juan Tenorio, 
he made a sickly effort at jauntiness 
as the white-faced young carab- 
iniere tied him to his chair, blind- 
folded him and then leveled their 
muskets at his back. 


Three Victims. 


Testimony revealed that the mod- 
ern Bluebeard's victims were three. 
One was Beatrice Margarucci, 
formerly of 101 Franklin avenue, 
Long Branch, N. J. He made matri- 
monial advances to her shortly af- 
ter she arrived In Italy. After ob- 
taining the savings she had accu- 
mulated during many years as a do- 
mestic, he murdered her October 30, 
1030. 
Her body was cut In pieces and 
thrown into the Tiber at Rome. 
Some of the grisly relics were recov- 
ered by police. 
Another woman, Pasqua Bartolini, 
was killed and disposed of In the 
Mine way. 


Changes Method of Disposal. 
The debacle In Serviatti's bloody 
amorous affairs came when he de- 
viated from the river system of dis- 
posal. Italy was aroused last No- 
vember with the finding in railway 
stations of rultcaees' contain^ por- 
tions of the remains of Paulina Go- 
rietti. Authorities were told she had 
a sweetheart called Serviatti in 
Spezia. 
"Bluebeard" was arrested prompt- 
ly and confessed.

Nicholas Roosevelt, Cousin Of 


President, Visits Here To Study 


Business Conditions In Midwest 


Nicholas Roosevelt, a cousin of 


both President and Mrs. Roosevelt, 
and a former minister to Hungary, 
is making a three day stop in Lin- 
coln, gathering information on the 
middle-west, in regards to business, 
agriculture and conditions in gen- 
eral. 
Mr. Roosevelt, although of the 
opposite political faith, is a fond 
and devoted admirer of both Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt. He is a 
second cousin of Mrs. Roosevelt, and 
a fifth cousin of the president. His 
last call at the white house, he said, 
was in June, when he paid a for- 
mal visit, returning from his two 
and a half years of diplomatic ser- 
vice at Budapest. 


Appointed By Hoover. 
He was appointed to the Hun- 
garian position by President Hoover, 
after serving as vice-governor of 
the Philippine Islands during the 
summer of 1930. 
Mr. Roosevelt, who has been In 
the newspaper field most of the 
time since his graduation from 
Harvard in 1914, is now connected 
with the New York Herald-Tribune, 
as an editorial writer. It is in con- 
nection with this position that he 
is making the present tour, stop- 
ping in the important middle-west- 
ern cities, meeting people and 
learing their reactions to the cur- 
rent situations. He is anxious, he 
said, to discover their feelings re- 
garding the higher cost of overalls, 
shirts, and the necessities of life. 


Having been in the United States 
for only a few months since 1930, 
he said that he felt that it was 
necessary to make a personal in- 
vestigation of the west, and the 
middle-west, before resuming his 
role at the editorial desk. "The en- 
tire east," he declared, "knows ap- 
parently nothing of the conditions 
as they exist in this section, and I 
wanted to find out for myself." 
"The future of the country de- 
pends upon the middle-west," he 
said, "where general appearances of 
the land, the condition of the soil, 
and the living conditions surpass 
those of the eastern section." 
This is his first visit to Lincoln. 
He arrived Thursday 
afternoon,

Really a Moving Picture 
New Bonds for Old 
By ARTHUK BRISBANE 


In the white house, President 


Roosevelt saw a movie, reproducing 
pictures in sound, of a labor riot 
outside a steel mill at Ambridge 
Pa. The president will not forget 
the picture, and will want anybody 
in his administration that takes our 
strike epidemic lightly to see the 
picture also. 


First you see strikers picketing 


the mill. The sheriff has told them 
not to pass a certain line. They are 
young men, excltea, angry, and pass 
outside the line. The square-Jawed 
sheriff warns them, still they come 
closer. 


A corps of deputy sheriffs comes 


rapidly, each with a white band on 
his arm to show that he represents 
the law, and a sawed-off shotgun, 
resting on his right forearm. 
The mob spirit awakens, hatred 
springs up between men that have 
been neighbors and friends. One 
striker is bepten with a club, fight- 
ing starts, then the shotguns are 
heard, smoke rises. 
The majority have shot into the 
air. The strikers run. Bare hands 
cannot stand against firearms. But 
not all have shot into the air. One 
man lies dead, another wounded, is 
carried away on the back of a 
friend. 
That picture ought not to be pos- 
sible in the world's richest country 
with courts to settle quarrels and 
unlimited power residing in the 
government. 


The United States calls in old 
bonds, puts out new bonds. It will 
sell for cash five hundred million 
dollars worth of the new bonds. 
The result wtfl be loading on the 
jacks of taxpayers an annual in- 
terest charge that would soon pay 
off the bonds. 
The government could have paid 


off those bonds and could pay off 
all other bonds now outstanding, 
with new money signed by the gov- 
ernment, that would have been ex- 
actly as good as the bonds them- 
selves. If that were done, twenty 
billion dollars would be put into 
circulation and prosperity would 
return.

OCCUPATION TAX 
WILL SHOW GAIN 


Swanson Says New Law 


To Yield Nearly 


$6,000 More. 


Prom $5,000 to $6,000 mere revenue 


will be realized by the state of Ne- 
braska from occupation taxes and 
penalltles paid by non-resident cor- 
porations this year than was col- 
lected in 1932, as a result of the ne\v 
and higher scale of annual fees 
fixed by the new law which the 
legislature enacted on the suggestion 
of Secretary of State Swanson. 
These taxes are collected mainly 
in June, July, August and Septem- 
ber, for the fiscal year starting July 
1. The total receipts from outside 
corporations 
in those months of 
1933, paid to the secretary of state's 
office, are $34,355, as against $33,184 
in the same period a year ago. 


Expect $5,000 more. 


About $5,000 more is expected to 
come in from 100 corporations whose 
payments have been delayed by cor- 
respondence as to the amount which 
they owe under the revised statute. 


No change has been made in the 
rates of occupation tax charged 
against corporations organized and 
having their business headquarters 
in Nebraska. 
Domestic concerns 
have paid during the months from 
June to September, inclusive, this 
year the aggregate sum of $98,952. 
In the same months of 1932 they 
contributed $101,196. The fallin'i 
off of nearly $3,000 is due <-h'e<l/ 
to some corporations reducing then- 
capital stock and others quitting 
business within the past year. Oc- 
cupation taxes are in proportion to 
the amount of capital stock issued. 
Taking both classes of companies 
together, there will be a gain of 
$2,500 or more in total revenue this 
year, notwithstanding the fact that 
fewer concerns are paying.

Ac- 
tually, they are understood already 
to have reached an unofficial de- 
cision to permit sale of liquor open- 
ly over bars. 


Mayor E. E. Roberts, who once 


advocated setting up of a whisky 
barrel on every comer, admitted as 
much today. 


"It's my idea," he said, "that 


we should permit sale of liquor, un- 
dcr high license, in nil of these so- 
called beer Joints around town. I 
guess they cobld be called saloons 
then, all right."

SINKING SHIPS. 


F 


OR more than a hundred years—109 to be exact— 


the Tammany Tiger acquired a reputation as 


a man killer. Year after year, it has beaten down 
the hopes of those who would dispute its rule in New 
York City. Through excellent organization, the mar- 
shalling of legions of well-disciplined voters, Tam- 
many beat off all of the attempts to break the death 
grip It had on the throat of a great city. 


For that reason, the three-cornered struggle in 


the mayoralty contest now drawing into the final 
stages, is of interest to the country at large. Un- 
der the leadership of a very energetic young man of 
vigorous and pleasing personality, Joseph McKee, 
Tammany is being subjected to a pummeling provid- 
ing a new and a strange experience for the Tiger. 
The unusual features spring from the fact that trust- 
ed, veteran workers, identified with the organization 
throughout their entire political career, are deserting 
the Tammany standard in large numbers and are 
flocking to join in the McKee campaign. It would 
be pleasing to accept their desertions of the ship 
as an Indication of a chastened spirit. But that 
would be reading into the political upheaval more 
than the facts justify. Actually, the desertions may 
be attributed, not so much to a desire to terminate 
the rule of the Tiger, as to an ambition to string 
along with the leaders.. The rebellious lieutenants 
may be making a poor guess. When the returns are 
in, Tammany may surprise itself and Gotham also 
by re-electing its favorite, the pudgy built, leather- 
lun'ged Mayor O'Brien. 


Something is taking place, however, which should 


not.be overlooked. Tammany has weathered every 
storm, no matter how fierce it may have been, but 
the buffeting in this hurricane is unprecedented. The 
Tiger has relied upon many now arrayed against him 
for the compact, efficient organization maintained in 
the face of scorching criticism, both from the in- 
side and the outside. There may be trained work- 
ers to take the places of the deserters. But those 
men had made themselves invaluable through long 
training and through intimate knowledge of the ne- 
cessities of a perfect machine. It may be a triumph 
lor McKee, for LaGuardia, or for O'Brien, but In 
any event, the Wigwam has been shaken to its very 
foundations. So long as the attack came from with- 
out, it could smile, but when its own forces are de- 
moralized and when Its lines are scattered and brok- 
en by desertions, there is foundation for speculation 
as to whether the greatest political organization ever 
developed in this country may not go upon the 
rocks of a new deal. 


No explanation can be found for the attitude of 


the seasoned veterans in leaving the ship. It would 
seem they sensed the disintegration of Tammany. 
They are leaving, not because of shocked sensibilities, 
but because it is the practical thing to do in the case 
of those who survive through the precarious fortunes 
of politics. 


It also would be well to note the real criticism 


•which places the Tiger in its present predicament. 
Tammany obtained and retained power by giving the 
citizens of New York City the type of government 
they wanted. If the economics of it were overlooked, 
it was a good government. It maintained a splendid 
police force. Actually, proportionately. It had far 
less crime and violence than many other large citites 
notably Chicago. Detroit, Kansas City, St. Louis, and 
Philadelphia. Its problems of health and sanitation 
were handled magnificently, considering the magni- 
tude of the task. It has had excellent fire protec- 
tion. In every way, it had been a well governed city, 
except for the fact money was spent like water 
without regard or thought of the 
consequences. 


Hundreds of 
millions 
of 
dollars 
were 
squan- 


dered and wasted, until now its credit is jeopar- 
dized and the lavishness with when tax monies 
were poured out reveals the methods through which 
Tammany entrenched itself and continued in power 
without successful challenge. The Tiger took care of 
his children through the patronage 
method, and 


there was nothing stingy or mean in the doing of 
it. 


So much of the political change may be traced 


back to economics. 
Much as the American people 


may desire to believe it is idealism which supplies 
the life giving corpuscle to politics, the fact remains 
that it is the condition of the pocketbook which in 
a much larger measure determines the fates. 


TO BEAUTIFY NEBRASKA. 


»W»HE suggestion advanced at the meeting of the 
Ji Nebraska Good Roads association at its annual 
meeting at Grand Island Wednesday that greater at- 
tention be given to the beautiflcaUon of the roadsides 
of the state is one that should be given careful at- 
tention by all those who are interested in the de- 
velopment of Nebraska. For there is no better way 
of bringing about such development than by favor- 
ably impressing those who may pass over its high- 
ways. 


In ths connection attention might be called to the 


fact that preparations are being made for the dis- 
tribution of great numbers of seedlings and trans- 
plant trees in this state next spring, and as trees 
constitute one of the prime requisites lor the beauti- 
fieation of highways this opportunity should not be 
overlooked. 


As one drives west out of the beautiful 
city of 


Kearney the paved highway leads for a mils through 
rows of trees on esrh side, the bough? b»ing as per- 
fectly arched a* though designed by an inspired ar- 
chitect—which was Indeed the case. A drive along 
this avenue is one never to be forgotten, and with- 
out doubt thousands from all parts of ths United 
States who have psssrd beneath Use overhannnc 
branches have spread their Jarre to the rem^t**! 
sections of the country. 


When the first wtf.ers trckied thHr way across 


the prairies of 2ferrr**fca for the purpose of estab- 


homes and building towns and cities, the only 


trees they found were scattered cottonwoods along the 
banks of watercourses. These provided-fire wood and 
the ridgepole!/ for the dugouts or sod houses which 
were their first habitations. 


Within the past three or four decades, however, 


tree planting has been carried on in the state with 
probably as great diligence as in any other common- 
wealth in the union, with the result that Nebraska 
cities, towns and farmsteads are as well shaded and 
beautified with trees as those to be found anywhere. 
There are still long stretches of highway without any 
such ornamentation, and this condition should be 
remedied as quickly as possible. 


And in the meantime every farmer should land- 


scape that portion of his home plot facing the high- 
way. 
This will cost little except in the way of labor, 


and it will be found a most profitable investment. 
Plant trees, plant shrubs, plant flowers. 


CHICAGO PULLS HERSELF OUT. 


••KtJRING the past several months this country has 
JiJr had a continuing demonstration of the fact 
that a comunity can get farther by organizing its 
own resources to overcome adverse economic condi- 
tions than by waiting for the national government 
to come along and assume the task. 


Chicago has been experiencing a steady growth of 


business since the opening of the Century of Prog- 
ress exposition last June. Its hotels have been well 
filled; its merchants have greatly increased their 
sales; theaters and movie houses have enjoyed the 
best patronage in several years; railroads and air- 
lines entering Chicago have all increased their pas- 
senger traffic quite substantially; and other lines of 
business have had their share in the larger activities. 


These benefits came to Chicago because its busi- 


ness leaders had the foresight, energy, and persist- 
ence to plan and carry out the exposition enterprise 
during a period when all signs seemed to be against 
its success. They raised upwards of $12,000,000 for 
the project in subscriptions from the people of their 
own city. While the United States government, some 
of the states, and a number of foreign nations parti- 
cipated with exhibits, the fair was financed directly 
by Chicago alone, without federal or state aid. 


In three weeks more the Century of Progress will 


close. It is estimated 'that $500,000,000 of outside 
money will have been brought into Chicago and spent 
there by visitors to the fair. While the country as 
a whole was travelng an uncertain path seeking to 
find its way back to better times, Chicago has been 
experiencing real and tangible prosperity—and all 
due to its own efforts. 


There are, of course, many thousands of impover- 


ished people there, as elsewhere, whom the federal 
government must help to take care of this winter. 
But the fact remains that as a community Chicago 
is out ahead of the procession in making progress 
back toward normal living conditions for its people. 


The results go to bear out the old saying that 


"The Lord helps him who helps himself." And even 
now, before the exposition gates swing shut, Chicago 
citizens are looking ahead and making plans to win 
new business when the big attraction has passed out 
of existence. That spirit is bound to overcome all 
obstacles. 


Chicago's tax collections are'improving, gangsters 


are being prosecuted and sent to prison by the score, 
school teachers and policemen see some prospect of 
finally getting their pay, and many of the old time 
political grafts are being eliminated. Altogether, the 
outlook is decidedly promising for the city's immedi- 
ate future. 


A PLACE FOR BAILEY, ET AL. 
R 


EAL sense Is behind the proposal of federal au- 


thorities to isolate dangerous gangsters on a 


prison island, Alcatraz, off the San Francisco bay. If 
the isle were only somewhat barren and without the 
comforts of modern life, the idea would be still 
better. 


The present scheme is to put men like- Bailey, 


Bates and Kelly in a place from which they cannot, 
barring miracles, escape. But if they were thrown 
on an undeveloped island with a hundred or'so of 
their ilk, they might soon learn the wherefor of law. 


Law gradually evolved from the primitive necessi- 


ty of several people, living in a restricted territory, to 
prescribe rules for mutual benefit. In such a small 
model of civilization, it' is easy for the residents to 
see the necessity of curbing individual avarice, be- 
cause if all indulged in only selfish habits, none 
would enjoy life. 


In modern large cities, the very size of the popu- 


lation is its weakness. One .man can know and ap- 
preciate only a small percentage of his neighbors. 
His tragic indifference to the unkonwn other millions 
permits gangsters to select prey at random. 


Since civilized sympathies will not permit the des- 


ert island treatment for gangsters, the Alcatraz plan 
is logical. Here the men will be in an orthodox form 
of prison. Its location on an island will insure that 
they will not escape and terrorize the nation, as was 
the case after the Kansas and Indiana escapes. 


It Is also the intention of the government to use 


Alcatraz almost entirely for the most desperate type 
of criminals sentenced for life or long terms. Inland 
prisons will be used for refonnable convicts, and the 
Bailey type will not be among them for leadership in 
crime. 


UNLIKE THE BRITISH. 
r rs unlike the British people to adopt the attitude 


presented by its representative, Sir Frederick 


Leith-Ross. in the discussions touching upon the 
British debt owing America. Sir Frederick now is 
in Washington, not with the money in his pocket, 
but with a plea on his lips that the payment be re- 
duced. 


Evidently. John Bull, who looked with conscien- 


tious horror upon anything which smacked of debt 
repudiation, has suffered a change of mind, and of 
conscience as well. The refusal of France to do any- 
thing at all toward settling its obligation unques- 
tionably accounts for the changed British position. 


But it is strange to hear an Englishman pleading 


to be relieved of his promise. It is even more strange 
to listen to the reason he has to give. Conditions are 
changed now from what they were when the settle- 
ment agreement was entered into. It was the same 
plea advanced then, which inspired the United States 
to extend most generous terms. And if Washington is 
to listen to his plea, conditions a few years hencs 
will be changed again and the British will be asking 
for still another revision of its debt. 


The choice is one for the British to make. It may 


dodge its obligation and plead poverty, but Just at 
this time, it is not inclined to recognize the agree- 
ment which it made. The English do not say they 
cannot pay. Instead they say. they should not pay. 


j That is hardly the spirit which might be expected 


j from a nation seeking to repudiate its debt.

Probably it weeds out the weak- 
lings and confirms the strong. Busi- 
ness setbacks are not as detrimental 
to faith as the catastrophes of" 
nature. The earthquake at Lisbon 
supplied Voltaire with one of his 
favorite arguments for skepticism. 
Mount Pelas' explosion in South 
America also shook the confidence 
of some people in God's orovidential 
care. Such disasters always leave 
fears for the moral government of 
the universe. 
On the other hand, men do not 


feel so utterly insignificant 
and 
helpless In facing economic reverses. 
They claim to know their causes and 
remedies, and not a few are con- 
vinced that their own panacea Is 


the best. Divine aid is neslected, 
since practically all are agreed tha', 
here is a mess which man made un-.l 
he must clean up. 
Yet that is not the whole case. 
There is a Godward tendency in 
America which was splendidly voiced 
by President Roosevelt in his in- 
augural address. The Bible's teach- 
ing and phraselogy were the founda- 
tion of that stimulating utterance. 
Tribulation has driven millions co 
their knees for strength from a 
source outside themse.ves. 
When 
things seen are uncertain and tragic 
things unseen attract the disillu- 
sioned. 
Of course unbelievers follow their 
peculiar line. Militant anti-Chris- 
tians trot out the old arguments, 
but these have lost their force. It 
is the ancient story of the cycle of 
events repeated once again. Time 
was when agrostics were satisfied 
they had obliterated faith. Yet while 
the preachers were refurbishing 
their armor the physicists, as- 
tronomers and microscopists took 
the field and religion again bscame 
reasonable even for the doubting 
scientists, while its deniers bsat a 
hasty retreat.

Oil From Livers of 
Halibut Makes Almost 


Perfect Vitamin 'A' 


AKRON, O., Oct. 13—<^)—A new. 


pale yellow oil, 9,200 times more 
potent than ordinary cod liver oil 
was described to the Ohio-Michi- 
gan section of the American chem- 
ical society here today. 


The oil is almost pure vitamin A, 


said its maker, Prof. Harry 
N. 


Holmes or Oberlin university. 
It 


represents America's stake in an 
international scientific race to be 
first with isolation of vitamin A, the 
disease-resistance builder. 


At the University of Zurich Dr. 
Karrer has produced a similar oil 
10,000 times as powerful as cod liv- 
er oil; while three Englishmen have 
reached vitamin A concentrations in 
similar oils 6,500 times and 
7,800 
times stronger than the fish oil. 
Professor Holmes gets his near- 
vitamin A from halibut liver oil. 
Hs converts the halibut liver oil 
into a verv old-fashioned substance, 
soap, getting rid of all except 7 or 
8 per cent of the fish oil, and leav- 
ing the vitamin concentrated in the 
left-over liquid. Modern 
solvent 


processes wash this liquid out of 
the soap.

Shucking of the 1933 Nebraska 
corn crop is underway in many sec- 
tions of the state. In Cass county, 
growers started in the fields Mon- 
day. The crop will probably yield 
"fair" in that territory, according 
to County Agent D. D. Warnscott 
who was in Lincoln late this week. 
There has been some call for help 
in shucking the corn, he says, and 
it is supposed that the "going 
wage" will probably be between 3 
and 3% cents per bushel. HusKing 
in the northeastern section around 
Norfolk is also started and tann- 
ers are expecting great yields this 
year. Farmers there are paying 
from 2 to 3 cents for husking. 


Chinese Elm Immune. 
The Chinese elm tree may not be 
susceptible to cephalosponum, 
a 
peculiar disease which has destroyed 
many American elm trees in Lin- 
coln and vicinity during tne past 
few years. Tests, it is reported, but 
not officially, show that this va- 
riety will not contract the disease 
when inoculated with the organ- 
ism taken from diseased American 
elm trees. Dr. Goss of the agricul- 
tural college isolated the organism 
last year and "discovered" the 
disease. 


Deers Not "Little Dears." 
And back east farmers report 
trouble with deers instead of pheas- 
ants. The animals, they say,, are 
playing havoc with their corn crop.

LATER CORN IS 


YIELDING BEST 


Variety Tests Are Being 


Held in Many Areas 


Over State. 


As Nebraska farmers get ready to 


shuck out their 1933 corn crop, 
they are finding 
once more that 


late planted corn is going to yield 
the most bushels per acre. 
Be- 


fore harvesting, however, gets fully 
underway interest centers around 
the holding of many corn variety 
test demonstrations in many sec- 
tions of the state. 


Starting last week, farmers who 


are interested in the production of 
better corn have been inspecting 
plots of corn which were planted 
In tests last spring. These cooper- 
ative affairs are carried on this 
year again by individual farmers, 
county farm bureaus and the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska college of agri- 
culture. 
As high as 40 different 


varieties and hybrids have been 
planted side by side for observa- 
tion and determination of yields. 
Twelve different varieties and 
hybrids were compared in the open 
ing meeting held on 
the 
Chris 
Arps farm near North Bend, In 
Dodge county. Similar 
meetings 
have been held 
on the 
Joseph 
Mares farm near Schuyler, on the 
Herman Ebers 
farm in 
Seward 
county, and on the farm of Ver- 
non Uehlng in Burt county, on Ben 
Stalp's farm in 
Cuming county 
where the 
national 
cornhusking 
contest will be held and on the 
Honor Oschner farm near Madi- 
son. 


Knit; Generally Highest. 


The 1933 
demonstrations 
will 
probably prove again, agronomists 
say, that 
varieties 
of medium 
smooth and rather 
hard 
kernel 
types are the highest yielding. Krug 
has for the past several years been 
the highest yielding variety but it 
is not in all respects, they point 
out. The corn does have a rather 
narrow kernel. 
Hybrids are playing an impor- 
tant part also in the cooperative 
demonstrations this year. In the 
past they have yielded 9 per cent 
more than all varieties in such 
tests. The five best hybrids in 
these demonstrations have been ex- 
perimental hybrids which are not 
yet available on the market Com- 
mercial hybrids as a whole have 
not proven particularly superior to 
the best farm varieties, the agron- 
omists say. 
Farmers 
over the state are 
watching the tests this year in

Charge Pledge Broken. 


BERLIN, Oct. 
13—(INS)—Ger- 


many loosed a verbal barrage to- 
day against refusal of Great Brit- 
ain, France and the United States 
to grant her permission to rearm. 
Following an hour's conference 


between Chancellor Adolf Hitler 
and Rudolph Nadolny, disarmament 
delegate who sped here from Ge- 
neva by plane, a semi-official an- 
nouncement charged the former al- 
lies with breaking their solemn 
pledge to extend armament equality 
to the reich. 
The statement said the situation 


arising from the disarmament im- 
passe is "most serious." 
It stated the allied powers had 


failed to live up to their promise 
to permit Germany arms equality, 
given in 1932, and it accused them 
of "dodging" the disarmament is- 
sue.Allied charges that Germany de- 
sires to rearm are false, the state- 
ment said, contending that creation 
of a militia by the reich did not 
constitute arms equality. 
All German officialdom was tense 
with expectancy regarding the out- 
come of the disarmament tangle 
following President Von Hinden- 
burg's arrival in Berlin, to enter 
the discussions.

"Here in the United States a 
program of economic nationalism 
will not have the drastic effects 
that it had in European countries 
because the country is larger and 
the products of our industries cover 
a wider range. However. Europe has 
tried economic nationalism through 
the throwing up of high tariff bar- 
riers and has watched it fail. The 
general tendency now in Europe is 
to do away with it through com- 
mercial- agreements .between coun- 
tries and reciprocal tariffs. 
Urges Tariff Revision. 
"The first step in restoring na- 
tional prosperitv is a revision of 
tariffs. 
This does not need any 
special legislative machinery," Mr. 
Roosevelt said, "and can be done by 
the secretary of state through ne- 
gotiations and treaties with the ap- 
prova1. of the senate."

doesn't in the least mean that the 
three horses in question are honest 
horses, honestly trained. It means 
that, for purposes of that particular 
race, 
t h e y 
are 
"hopped" 
or 


"needled." They are what is known 
as hot horses. 
They have been 


given the gun. 
The other five horses, hop-heads 


themselves, have been denied their 
"inspiration" for the day and so are 
cold horses. They cannot run. In 
fact, they won't. 
In other words, the strong-armed 


jockey, it seems has been completely 
supplanted in racing by deft-fingered 
trainer and, in the same way, we no 
longer have the jockey who is rid- 
ing to win—or lose. Instead, we 
have the "hot" horse and the "cold" 
horse. 
Not every trainer, of course, uses 


the needle. But not every trainer 
is working for the Whitneys or 
Widener or the Greentree stable and 
so "hopping," they say, is pretty 
general, even stake horses not be- 
ing immune. 


Start When They're Young-. 


They start them on tbe dope as 


the mother weans her baby on the 
bottle, two-year-olds being fed the 
stuff in ever-increasing doses until 
he becomes an addict. Once accus- 
tomed to his shot, a horse, they 
claim, just won't run without it, 
with the result that matters thus 
are greatly simplified for the fixers 
and trimmers. When they are run- 
ning to win, they hop their horses. 
When they aren't they don't. 


It has been so eas ythat some of 
the more notorious characters are 
said to be operating openly at New 
York tracks, now that the govern- 
ment has failed to follow up some 
of its earlier 
inquiries. 
Another 


thing that has aided the illegal op- 
erator is that most of the good 
horses have been shipped to Mary- 
land, with the result that even a 
legitimate race is difficult to call in 
advance. 


As for the illegitimate race, it is 


supposed to have become so easy as 
to be almost comic. Sponging is 
rare. It's unreliable because it's 
dangerous and, besides, a horse can 
be needled in ways .that are both 
discreet and effectual. 


It's All So Simple. 
Tids almost never fails, but, in 


case it does, there are always those 
spuriuos "instructions" to the riders, 
in case you are'very sure that you 
do not want your own horse to win 
that day but are strictly in favor of 
the "hot" horse 
from the rival 
stable. These instructions are sim- 
plicity itself. If your horse can only 
run in front, you tell the rider to 
take him back. If he doesn't like 
the rail, you tell the boy to take 
him over at the first opportunity. 
If he quits under interference, it is 
not difficult to arrange a little 
crowding at the first turn. 


So, really, it's all very simple. 


All you need is the right idea and a 
Hypodermic; the track management 
will supply the horse.

teresting football yarn descriptive 
of something which actually hap- 
pened only last week in a college 
game—Lawrence vs. Carleton, 


Lawrence had the victory salted 
away, 13 to 0, with only three 
minutes to go. Carleton was 
backed up against its goal line, 
In possession of the ball, and its 
punter, an end, dropped back to 
the last chalkmark, apparently to 
kick out of danger 


But the play was a trick, in- 
stead of a kick. The punter went 
through some of the motions of 
booting the ball, and then passed 
the oval back to his quarterback, 
who had circled to the rear. 
Lawrence 
was 
caught "off 


watch" and the Carleton quarter 
sped around end, reversed his 
field and romped to a touchdown 
—a run of 101 yards which saved 
his team the ignominy of a 
shutout. 
EVEN more unusual than the 


Carleton quarter's long run to 
a touchdown was the effort made 
by a Lawrence substitute, holding 
down a seat on a sideline bench, 
to avert the touchdown. 


The sight of the Carleton man 
sprinting down the field, with no- 
body to dispute his progress, was 
more than the Lawrence sub 
could stand. He bolted from his 
seat and dived at the runner, 
hoping to get his man on a tackle. 
The Carleton quarter, however, 
side-stepped the tackier and con- 
tinued his drive to the Lawrence 
goal. 


The incident virtually dupli- 


cated the famous play during the 
World war period when a Navy 
tackle leaped from his bench and 
tackled a Great Lakes Naval Sta- 
tion runner who was sprinting 
through a clear field to a touch- 
down. 


It was a play which put the 
referee in something of a hole, as 
the role book at that time was 
silent on the subject of what 
should be done in a case of inter- 
ference with a play by a man OB 
a bench. 
RULE or no rule, that par- 


ticular referee was smart. 
The act of the Navy substitute 
was a case of palpable unfairness, 
so the official made his own rule. 
In other words, he decreed that 
the runner was" entitled to the 
touchdown 


The Great Lakes touchdown, 
arbitrarily, also justly, allowed by 
the referee, broke a deadlock and 
established the Chicago Sailors as 
national champions for the year, 
said year being 1918. 


During the subsequent winter, 
the national rules committee took 
cognizance of the situation and 
framed a special statute, inserting 
the same in the rules book, which 
gives the referee of a football 
game the authority to decide on 
all points, not actually covered in 
the book, in accordance with his 
judgment. I quote from the stat- 
utes as follows 


Rule 11. Article $—"In case of 
anv other act . . . . which is 
palpablr unfair and not elsewhere 
provided for in these rules, the 
referee shall have authority to 
make such ruling as in his judg- 
ment justice may require." 
I WELL remember a play, not 


covered in the book, which 


punctuated the Kansas-Nebraska 
game of 1910. played on the Law- 
rence gridiron James C Masker, 
then of Kansas Cuy but now of 
ChJo-Jto and popular referee in 
Big Ten conference circles, was 
the official whistle-tooter on the 
occasion of that Jayhawker-Com- 
husker combat. 


It was the rule in 1910 that the 
kicking team was onside following 
a kickoff. which meant that If 
any player of the kickJnc side re- 
covered the kick and clowned the 
ban oevond the receirlne team's 
goal, it counted as a touchdown. 
The same rolin? Is in effect to- 
day, but with a variation, as the 
m»veri most be made hi the end 
xone.

employing color to make them more 
desirable may 
tread steady paths 
to the psychologists's laboratories 
to "know" instead of to 
"guess" 
what men and women like. Even 
the artists themselves may join the 
procession Instead ol 
relying on 
chance combinations of color and 
their own judgments. 
Tests Color Preference. 


A series of psychological experi- 


ments conducted at the University 
of Nebraska by Dr. J. P. Guilford 
have shown men and women have 
certain general color 
preferences. 


The experiments were the first step 
toward scientific prediction of what 
colors and variaions will be most 
acceptable. 
The Guilford experiments consist- 


ed of recording the attitudes of 
pleasure or displeasure ol five men 
and five women toward 40 differ- 
ent single colors against a 
gray 
background. Individual 
variations 


were shown but the professor said 
he found enough similaries to per- 
mit drawing a formula by which 
one could determine whether a color 
of a given rue. tint or chroma would 
create a feeling of pleasure, Indif- 
ference or displeasure. 


Hue, he explains, is what the lay- 
man would call the color, red or 
green or blue. Tint is the degrpe of 
lightness or darkness In each major 
color while chroma is the richness 
of fulness of the color. 


Both men and women liked reds, 


greens and blues but disliked yel- 
low when made as dark as the oth- 
er colors or a russet brown. The 
men's preferences -were 
less pro- 


nounced, particularly in the case of 
blue which was women's peak pre- 
ference. Men were relatively indif- 
ferent to "the effects of tint while 
women liked the lighter tints. On 
the other hand, men liked the rich- 
er, deper chroma while women were 
relatively 
indifferent 
or at least 


found less pleasure in fuller colors. 


Plans New Research. 


Guilford now is planning a series 


of experiments to determine pref- 
erences in combinations of 
color. 


He expects to prove some and to 
disprove many other "dogmatic ax- 
ioms of color combinations" which 
have been handed down for years 
without a scientific basis. 


The new erperiments will be far 


more complex but the

Farm Administration To 


Put Money Directly 


in Hands Farmer. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 — (JP) — 


The Farm Adjustment administra- 
tion is determined to cross the toil- 
hardened 
palm of the nation's 


wheat farmer with a bit of cur- 
rency he can call his own. 


To accomplish this, George C. 
Farrell, associate chief of the wheat 
section said today, the administra- 
tion must spoil the plans of a legion 
awaiting acreage reduction adjust- 
ment payments with an eagerness 
equal to that of the growers. 
"Chislers are abroad in the land 


with all sorts of schemes for edg- 
ing in on the farmers' adjustment 
checks," Farrell declared, "but the 
money is going directly into the 
fanners' hands without lien, as- 
signment or attachments." 
Farrell described 
some of the 
schemes for obtaining assignment 
of forthcoming adjustment checks 
as stamping their originators as the 
"kind of fellows who would rob a 
funeral train." 


Farrell said telegrams from the 
country's bread basket indicated a 
flood of county acreage reduction 
contracts would arrive here, per- 
haps before the end of the week. 
After they are examined, checks will 
be issued to county associations 
whose papers are found in order. 


Up to Counties Now. 


"The machinery is all oiled.1' he 
said. "We are keyed up here to 
start the payments Just as soon as 
properly 
executed 
papers arrive 


from the counties and are checked. 
It is all up to the county organi- 
zations now." 
Farrell said probably no more 


than two weeks would elapse be- 
tween the arrival of a county's 
papers and the issuance of a check. 
The county acceptance unit re- 


cently organized includes Paul H. 
Stewart. Lincoln. Neb. 
The chief duties of the grouo 
will be to check total acreage and 
production reported bv each coun- 
ty, compared with federal crop es- 
timates, and to make detailed re- 
views of typical contracts. 


Paul H. Stewart., of the extension 
department at the University of 
Nebraska agricultural college, said 
Friday that he has received no in- 
structions yet on the work of the 
county acceptance unit, but ex- 
pected to be called to Washington 
in a few days for a conference on 
the work.
